Campmeeting Sings ‘God Will 
Take Care of You’ Dur- 
ing Storm. 


THREE PERSONS INJURED. 


A violent electrical storm early last night 
held all Chicago and its environs in acute 
alarm for forty-five minutes.

Several fires were caused, trees uprooted In

Pray and, Sing at Meeting. 

Intense excitement was caused at the Des 
Plaines Methodist camp meeting, where a 
panic was averted by praying and singing. 

The electric lights went out in the big 
tabernacie and all over the grounds. Water 
flooded the tents near the gates and loosened 
the stakes, and for a time the safety of the 
campers was threatened, 

One young woman in the Epworth league 
tent, whose name could not be learned, wad 
knocked down by a shock from a bolt of 
lightning. The Rev. A. C. Gage, who reported 
the occurrence, said she quickly recovered. 

“The tabernacie is the safest place on the 
grounds because of the steel girders which 
span the roof and run into the ground ata 
safe distance, Mr. Gage said, but we sang 
‘God Will Take Care of You’ and it quieted 
the fears of those who at first felt alarmed.” 


Chicago Garage Set Fire. 

In Chicago reports of damage came from 
all parts of the city. 

Michael Amel, an employé of the Forty- 
seventh Street garage at 825 Hast Forty- 
seventh street, was injured and half buried 
by falling debr when lightning struck and 
set fire to the building.

The boulevard link ordinance was passed 
by the city council last night by a vote of 57 
to 7. Even the most sanguine advocates of 
the plan were surprised by the vote. 

Almost before debate had been begun signs 
of impatience appeared from all sides of the 
floor. There were cries of Pass! as soon 
as it became evident the opposition offered 
could not hold attention. By the time the 
fourth speaker had asked that the city 
clerk's read @ statement of facts 
regarding. s two level connection between 
the north and south sides the calls for imme- 
diate action were so numerous and emphatic 
that Mayor Harrison ordered the roll call. 


Way Clear for Court Action. 

The way is now clear for the board of local 
improvements to take the plan into court. It 
will file the assessment roll and at the same 
time ask the appointment of the commission- 
ers to act in the condemnation proceedings in 
connection with the widening of Michigan 
avenue and Pine street. The $7,000,000 prop- 
osition then will be under full sail. 

The only aldermen to speak in opposition 
to the plan were Henry Utpatel, Jacob A. 
Hey, and E. F. Cullerton Ald. Cullerton 
merely explained his vote. Utpatel attacked 
the ordinance as a gold brick, and Hey 
charged the link will be neither useful nor 
ornamental.” They were answered by Ald. 
James F. Burnt and Ald. Bilis Geiger. Burns 
pointed out the ordinance wag recommended 
by the board of local improvements, but 
Geiger emphasized the merits of the proposi- 
tion. 


“Most Discussed” of City Issues. 

“This improvement has been more thor- 
oughly discussed than any other of its kind 
ever before the people, he said. Since 
1905 the rea lestate board and civic organ- 
izations have discussed it thoroughly. The 
Chicago plan commission has had numerous 
meetings on the subject—dozens and dozens 
of them, The board of local improvements 
has held a number of public hearings on the 
question. 

“This is one of the most needed improve- 
ments. Years and years have been spent on 
the problem it is intended to solve. Plan 
after plan has been considered, and they have 
been eliminated, and this plan is the result, 
the best that could be devised to meet the 
situation. This cry for delay is only an effort 
to stop this improvement. 

“This improvement is necessary. Why 
should we delay it?“ 

Ald. A. J. Fisher sent up the statement of 
facts regarding the proposed two level bridge 
and the grades of the approached, but its 
reading was thought unnecessary. The only 
aldermen to vote against the plan were 
Vavricek, Bewersdorf, Cullerton, Ahern, Ut- 
patel, Kunz, and Hey. 


I. and R. Resolution Passes. 

The council passed a resolution requesting 
Gov. Dunne to call a special session of the 
general assembly for the purpose of placing 
initiative, referendum, and recall provisions 
in the state constitution. It also asked for 
the passage of a corrupt practices act. 

The resolution wes adopted by a vote of 
60 to 6. Those who voted against were Ald. 
Kenna, Ald. Swift, Ald. Held, Ald. Donahoe. 
and Ald. M. J. Healy. Ald. Donahoe tried to 
defer action by demanding that the resolv- 
tion be referred to the committee on state 
legislation. His motion to refer was de- 
feated, following speeches by Ald. Merfiam, 
41d. Richert, and Ald. Walkowiak urging 
immediate action, 

Action was taken on a substitute for the 
original resolution presented hy Ald. Mer- 
riam one week ago and deferred. The sub- 
stitute, which was offered by Ald. Walkowi- 
ak, was accepted by Ald. Merriam. Its 
added feature was that there shall be no 
discrimination against Cook county In sig- 
natures to petitions for the invoking of the 
initiative, referendum, or recall. 


Here's the Resolution. 
Ald. Kunz succeeded in having an amend- 
ment tacked on calling for the passage of a 
corrupt practices act. The initiative, refer- 
endum, and recall resolution reads:

AVERT BIG STRIKE 
BY ARBITRATION 


Heads of Eastern Railroads and 
Trainmen Agree to Ac- 
cept Amendment of 
Newlands. 


CONFER AT WHITE HOUSE. 


Bill to Change Erdman Act to 
Provide Six Arbiters Will 
Be Rushed Through 
Congress Today.

‘Washington, D. G., July 14.—[Special. }— 
The threatened strike of 100,000 operatives on 
the railroads east oft Chicago hag been 
averted. ’ 

This is assured as the result of the White 
House conference this afternoon attended by 
President Wilson, leaders of congress, and 
representatives of the railroads and of the 
conductors and trainmen who had voted to 
walk out. 


* 
At this gathering. arrangements were per- 


fected for the passage by congress tomorrow 
of the Newlands amendment to the Erdman 
act under which both sides to the pending 
controversy are willing to submit to arbitra- 
tion. 


Assurances were given at the conference 
that this course would be followed. 

Under the Newlands bill, which 16 to be 
rushed through congress, a board of media- 
tion will be created which shail be entirely 
independent of the department of labor. 

‘Under the bill also the board of arbitration, 
to be chosen when efforts at mediation and 
conciliation fail, shall consist of six inetead 
of three members, asat present. 


Makeup of Arbitration Board. 

Two members of this board are to be named 
by the labor organizations interested, two 
by the railroads and two by the four 1 
thus chosen. 

In the event, however, that the ne are 
unable to agree on the two remaining mem- 
bers the board of mediation is authorised to 
select these two. The power of naming these 
two members gives to the board of mediation 
its chief importance. 

The representatives of the operatives al- 
ready had announced that they would sub- 
mit their claims for a wage increase to 
arbitration under this bill. 

The problem which faced the president 
and his confréres at the White House this 
afternoon was to procure the enactment of 
the Newlands bill in time to prevent the 


strike which the operatives last week voted 


to make. 
It was unden at the beginning that if this 
‘gould be done there would be no strike. 


Seth Low Outlines Situation, 

Seth Low, president of the Nationa) Civic 
federation, who had been instrumental in 
bringing the railroad heads and labor leaders 
together, acted as spokesman for both sides, 
relating to the president the details of the 
legislative situation that had arisen in the 
attempt to provide a substitute for the Erd- 
man act. 7 

The original board of arbitration provided 
under that act was independent of any gov- 
ernment department, but one of its members 
—the commissioner of labor—had since been 
included under the department of labor, 
where his duties had been increased so that 
only a portion of his time could be given to 
labor disputes. 

Before tomorrow night both houses prob- 
ably will have passed a perfected bill to be 
sent to the president for his signature. 


Mandatory Decree Barred. 0 
The Clayton amendments to the Newlands 


bill concern the elimination of an Inconsist- 


ency as to the place for the fling of the 
papers in the various hearings, and insert a 
proviso that no mandatory process of any 
court should oblige an employé to work 
againet his will. 

The perfected bill will create the United 
States board of mediation and conciliation, 
appointed by the president, with the consent 
of the senate, with a salary of $7,500 anda 
tenure of seven years, and not more than 
two other officials of the government, al- 
ready appointed by the president, with the 
consent of the senate, who shall be desig- 
nated by him as the two other members of 
the board. 

There also would be an ateletant commis- 
sioner, with a salary of $5,000, authorized 
to act in the commissioners’ absence. 

Awards made by the board of arbitration 
would be executed by the federal courts, with 
which appeals could be filed. . 

Wilson Pleased with Agreement. 

President Wilson expressed his gratifica- 
tion after the conferénce that an agreement 
had been reached on disputed points. He de- 
clared that while the Erdman act originally 
contemplated a controversy bet ween a single 
railroad and its employés, the scope had now 
been widened so as to deal with a series of 
railroads. He referred to the suggestions 
made as just and reasonable and saw no 
reason, he said, why congress should not act 
upon them now to prevent a great inconveni- 
ence and perhaps a disastrous situation for 
the carrying business of the country. 

The president said he would name the new 
commission as quickly as possible and that 


the contending parties had assured him that 


they would await legislative action.

The purpose 
of the banquet is to remove the prejudice 
against the eating of horse flesh and to in- 
troduce humane workers to the new way of 
preventing cruelty to horses—by eating 
them. 

There was the same prejudice againat 
such a necessary food as the potato and 
the tomato, said Mr. Krause yesterday. “I 
see no reason why horse meat should not 
be placed in butcher shops in Chicago. 
Horses are being slaughtered in Chicago 
every day and the meat salted and dent 
abroad for consumption. Horse fiésh is used 
in menageries here. There are a quarter 
million foréigners in the city accustomed to 
eating horse flesh in Europe.

He wae particulariy happy 
at the prospect of getting to London. 
Forty minutes after the train left Folk- 
stone, Car Attendant Gillings told me a 
passenger had fainted. Upon investigation 
I tound it was Mr. Sheldon, who had had his 
supper. He wae sitting with his head on his 
chest, and, while he was breathing faintly, 
I supposed tt was merely a fainting spell, due 
te fatigue or excitement.

First, I am ‘ndt convinced that even if it were 


posible, it would be desirable to center all the rail- 


roads of so large a city as Chicago in a single ter- 
minal. I am not sure that it would be 60 serviceable 
as à number of terminals, located in different sections 
of the city and connected by..adequate transportation. 

Second, it seems to me Aer that the railroad 
intetests are now so firmly established in the vicinity 
of their present stations that it is idle to expect them 
to change. As a practieal matter, it is necessary to 
devise a plan which will not require tis to overturn 
existing conditions. * * * . 

I cannot overlook the fact that in planning ter- 
minals we must take into acéount Business tendencies 
as we find them. For this reason the location of 
terminals should be as close‘ as possible to the city’s 
commerce and should conform to the natural course 
of its growth. wes 5 , 

Twelfth Street, from this standpoint, is open to 
objection. It would require à street car fare and loss 
of time for passengers, and the location of freight 
terminals at Twelfth Street would put them south of 
the wholesale and retail merchandising, district with 
which they should be in close contact.

It is entitled The 
Cloture Resolution, ‘or the Resolution to Ter 
minate the Right of Minority Vgto.“ Speak- 
ing to the measure today, he said it was not 
introduced because of any fear of a filibuster 
against the tariff bill. 

“I wish it to be clearly understood,” he 
said, that my demand for a change in the 
rules ot the senate is not at all due to the 
Idea that the adoption of such a rule is neces- 
sary in order to pass the tariff bill or any 
other particular bill pending or to be brought 
forward. My reason for this demand is that

at San ‘Francisco. 


MUST RESIST ATTACKS. 


Now Lack Authoritative Body to 
Express Legislative Re- 
quirements. 


San Francisco. Cal., July: 14.—“ To aid 
@very administration by cordial codpera- 
tion; to draw together in a common bond 
the business men of America in defense of 
their good name, and in the creation of an 
instrumentality through which they may 
speak as a whole with authority to the execu- 
tive and to congress relative to the things 


which business needs; to create a force com” | 


parable in every respect to the organised | 
forces of labor and of agriculture "—these 
are the objects of the chamber of commerce 
ef the United States now being formed as 
outlined by Harry A. Wheeler of Chicago, 
president of the organization. 
Mr. Wheeler, expounding his theme here 
tonight before the San Francisco chamber 
of commerce and other commercial bodies, 
gaid frankly that, aside from natural evolu- 


tion, another reason for the organization of a 


national body at this time is the indis- 
oriminate attacks made upon business gen- 
erally on the public platform and in the 
daily and periodical press of the country.” 


Violent Attacks the Fashion. 
“The popular prejudice, which ‘wes first 
roused against the railroads, has extended its 
line of attack to include the industrial lHfe 
of the nation ond the profession of bank- 
tng.” he said. “ Popular sentiment has it 
that all who have been successful in the 
eccumulation, of. wealth have become so by 
predatory means and that rottenness under- 
lies the entire commercial fabric of the na- 
en. 
“To be popular with the general public 
upon the platform has been to give voice to 
violent attacks upon these interests To 
popularize the periodical press statements 
heving little foundation often have been 
made or an isolated example of evi! toing has 
been made to bear upon an entire industry. 
“ As an argument for the larger govern- 
mental regulation of business, one of the can- 
didates in the last presidential campaign re- 
peatedly declared that the business inter- 
ests of the country were engaged ine chaotic 
struggle to devour each other, and that ali 
were combined in an Set 2s Sees ee 
workingman. 


Business 6 for Defense. 

For ten years this campaign of misrep- 
resentation has been going on with little or 
no contradiction on the part of business and 

the chamber of commerce of the United 
States enters the fleld to present a Iegiti- 
mate defense against these unjust attacks. 

“Ninety per cent of business ts honest. 
The American ‘business man stands in the 
forefront of those who adhere to the highest

DETAINED ON LUNACY CHARGE 
FOR DEATH THREAT TO MAYOR. 


Railroad Camp Worker at Mannheim 
Writes City Executive Mystic Woman 
Commands His Assassination. 


Fear that John Wurster would attempt to 
assassinate Mayor Harrison led yesterday 
to his arrest and detention pending an in- 
quiry into his sanity. Wurster, who claime 
to be under the influence of a woman, wrote 
letters to the mayor and to the deputy super- 
intendent of police. 

His first letter to the mayor tells of the 
woman. Through telepathy and osteopathy, 
he wrote, she made a practice of “ knocking 
the blocks off people, making people insane. 
and causing them to commit murder by her 
hypnotic and irresistible influence, Of late 
she is using all her mechanism on me to make 
me shoot your honor.” 

She urged him, he asserts, to kill Tom 
Taggart and Albert Beveridge at Indianapolis 
in 1912. 

The police feard that Wurster would 
hypnotize himself into the belief that he 
must shoot the mayor, and they sent to 
Mannheim, where he was working in a rail- 
road camp, and had him arrested. His case

Illinois Tunnel Concern Wants 
to Sell Automatic System 
to Bell Interests. 


ALDERMEN TURN DOWN PLEA 


Lack of Information by Agents Cause 
of Indefinite Post- 
ponement. 


LAWYERS REFUSE-TO GIVE FIGURES 


The Illinois Tunnel company appealed yes- 
terday to the council committee on gas, oil, 
and electric light for permission to sell its 
automatic telephone system to the Chicago 
Telephone company. Attorney Daniel J 
Schuyler was present for the tunnel corpora- 
tion and Attorney L. G. Richardson repre- 
sented the other company. The proposition 
was postponed without date. Ald. Merriam 
urged that out of self-respect the aldermen 
should table the proposition. 

Neither company was able to estimate at’ 
what value the automatic system would be 
sold to the Chicago Telephone company if a 
sale ig permitted. The figure of $5,000,000 
was suggested. The attorneys for the two 
companies said a transfer of the property 
was contemplated four years ago, but the 
council at that time turned down the propo- 
sition and they did not care to go to the ex- 
pense of an appraisal unless the city au- 
thorized the transfer. 


Would Eliminate Competition, 

It is said that over 90 per cent of the stock 
of the Chicago Telephone company is owned 
by the American Telephone and Telegraph 
company. The tunnel company has some 
contracts for interchange of messages with 
independent companies, so the transfer, if 

made, will result in the Bell system elimi- 
nating independent competition from the 
local field. 

It has been contended by many students 
that there should be a monopoly of tele- 
phones with such governmental regulation 
as will insure adequate and efficient service 
at a reasonable charge. No one, therefore, 
in the committee opposed the consolidation 
on the ground that a monopoly would be 
created. ~ 

The tunnel company is said to have 30,000 
subscribers. In the amendment contem- 
plated it is proposed that the Chicago Tele- 
phone company shall have the power to 
charge these subscribers the rates now in 
force for the Chicago phone company. The 
tunnel company’s maximum rate is $85, while 
the Chicago mpany's is $126. 


Can’t Give Statement. 

Can you give us a financial statement of 
your company? asked Ald. Merriam of At- 
torney Schuyler. 

J cannot,“ replied the lawyer. 

‘What is the approximate capitalization, 
stocks and bonds? ” persisted the alderman. 

The General Utilities company, which 
controls the tunnel company, has the right 
to issue $30,000,000 in bonds, but only a part 
of these are issued, replied Mr. Schuyler. 
However, that has nothing to do with the 
gale to the telephone company.” 

What is the estimated value of your prop- 
erty?”’ 

„Wae do not want to go into an expensive 
appraisal until we have the approval of the 
council,“ said the lawyer. 

‘‘Roughly speaking, what is it?” 

„I can't tell you.” 


Make Rates Higher. 

“You came in on the theory that you 
would supply unlimited service at $85, that 
you would supply better service at a lower 
rate than we were paying, said Ald. Mer- 
lam. Now vou propose to sell out and 
make us pay a higher rate.“ 

An attempt to ascertain whether the mer- 
ger would add to the revenue of the consoli- 
dated company met with defeat at first, but 
finally Mr. Schuyler said that “ something 
would be added.” 

The rates for the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany were made on the basis of a certain cap- 
italization, less than $30,000,000. Adding 
$5,000,000 without a proportionate increase 
in revenue, it was argued by the aldermen 
after the meeting, will mean an increase in 
telephone rates. With Ald. Merriam voted 
Bradshaw and Beilfuss in favor of shelving 
the proposal. Eleven others voted that it 
should be deferred. No reason was given for 


the delay.

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JUDGES REBUKE 


STATES ATTORNEY 


Superior and Circuit Jurists 
Deprive Hoyne of Power of 
Assigning Cases Where 
He Chooses. 


CREATE CHIEF JUSTICE. 


Theodore Brentano Appointed in 
Joint Session to Fill New 
Office of Criminal 
Court. 


Judges of the Superior and Circuit courts 
in joint session yesterday deprived State's 
Attorney Hoyne of the important power of 
assigning cases in the Criminal court to 
whichever sitting judge he pleases. 

The power is now to be lodged with the 
chief justice of the Criminal court, this of- 
fice being newly created presumably for the 
purpose of curtailing Hoyne’s privileges. 
Judge Theodore Brentano was elected as the 
first chief justice. 

The action, considered the most radichl 
change in many years and a direct rebuke 
for the present state's attorney, was briefly 
explained by Judge Barnes of the Superior 
court at the close of an ‘executive meeting. 

The selection of Judge Brentano as chief 
justice, he said, “was made for the pur- 
pose of placing and centralizing the control 
of the administrative work of the Criminal 
court in the hands of a chief justice; also to 
provide for the furnishing of classified in- 
formation each month as to the status of 
dockets and the work in the various 
branches.” 


Find Jail Conditions Normal. 

Judges Barfes and Brentano, with Judges 
Windes and Petit of the Circuit court, were 
selected a week ago Ostensibly to report on 
the conditions at the county jail, which re- 
marks from the north ide had indicated 
was badly overcrowded. The committee re- 
ported flatly that conditions are no worre 
than in former years and by the end of the 
month should be normal. 

It also was pointed out in the meeting that 
the equipment of judges is just the same as 
in previous administrations, and there is 
nothing to indicate that the siate’s attorney 
has any more work to do than did previous 
states attorneys. The implication was that 
if there is any congestion it is due to slug- 
gishness on the part of Hoyne’s office. 


No Complaint by Wayman. 

There was no such complaint from the 
state’s attorney's office during. the adminis- 
tration of the late Mr. Wayman, said one 
of the judges pointedly. “ During Gov. De- 
neen’s administration as prosecutor quite 
as much work was handled. 

“We need among other things common 
sense in distributing cases so the work will 
be fast and steady. The judges want it so 
and the state’s attorney ought to want it so. 
If he can’t arrange the calendar to effect 
such an arrangement it is time to give that 
power to someone whocan. That is what the 
chief justice will be able to do.“ 


Committee Report Adopted, 

The report of the committee with the nine 
additional rules was adopted. These rules 
provide for designation of branches 1. 2, 3, 
and 4 of the Criminal court. The ex-officio 
judges are to decide each summer who shall 
be the chief justice for the ensuing year. 
He is to be in charge of branch 1, and the 
others are to be assigned by lot. The chief 
justice’s extensive powers are described as 


follows: 


“The chief ‘justice shall exercise the gen-, 


eral administrative powers of the court, and 
to that end shall order and empanel all grand 
juries, have charge of general arrangementa, 
calls of the docket, assignment of cases to 
the several branches, and preparation of trial 
calendars or lists of cases, and hear all ex 
parte applications and all motions, except 
those in cases assigned to other branches.“ 


Chief Justice to Assign Cases, 

Each term the chief justice is to assign 
cases for trial in rotation, with such varia- 
tion as he may think will expeditetrials. To 
that end he may give due regard to the 
conveniences and plans of the state’s attor- 
ney and precedence to emergency cases. 

Special provision ie made whereby the 
judge may first hear cases in which there is 
a plea of guilty of waiver of jury, and aleo 
hear a number of cases against one man. 
This, of course, fe to expedite justice and 
aims to satisfy one of the most insistent de- 
mands. The calendar for each day is to 
be posted not later than 11 a. m. of the pre- 
vious day, with a view to making sure there 
will be no unnecessary continuances due to 
attorneys complaint that they had no no- 
tice.”’ 

Provision is made * reports at the end 
of each term, showing the condition of dock- 
ets, calendars, and jail. This is the conclud- 
ing feature of an apparent effort to simplify 
court machinery and remove unneecssary de- 
lay due to antiquated methods and politics

EXPERTS OF NATION 
ORGANIZE LEAGUE 
TO REFORM COURTS 


American Judicature Society 
Will Have Council of 
300 Lawyers. 


AIM TO ORAW MODEL LAWS 


Director Ordered Abroad to Study 
Procedure in Foreign 
Lands.

THINK COUNTRY AWAKE 10 Mrd, 


A national movement for the clarifying and 
general reformation of the law courts of this 
country was started officially yesterday 
when the American Judicature society wae 
incorporated at Springfield. The flower of 
the bar and bench from every state im the 
union, as well as publie spirited laymen, have 
approved the society’s purposes and ludi- 
cated thelr support. 

Headquarters will be established in Chi- 
cago by Aug. 1 and the legal drafting bureau 
formally opened. There will be a council of 
300 of the ablest representative lawyers from 
all sections which will aid in the preparation 
of model judiciary acts to make the courte 
more efficient. 

The financing of the society will be done 
through the efforts of the directorate. One 
prominent easterner, not a member of the 
legal profession, has given more than $50,000 
to assure a good start for the organization 
work, and it is expected similar gifts will 
follow.

The first official act of the directors was 
the engagement of William E. Higgins of the 
University of Kansas law school to be di- 
rector of drafting. He has been given two 
years’ leave of absence for the purpose. Mr. 
Higgins soon will go to England and Bu- 
ropean continental countries to study courts 
and procedure. 

Study Psychopathic Court Aid. 

One subject which will be reported on 18 
the psycopathic laboratory plan of Mu- 
nicipal Justice Olson of Chicago, which he 
intends experimenting with in a few months 
for the purpose of testing lawbreakers as 
to their sanity and responsibility by means 
of experts. If a municipal judge doubts the 
mental sufficiency of a prisoner, he can send 
him to the laboratory, and the experts read- 
ily can detect shamming or actual deficiency. 
This laboratory is expected to rectify what 
leading alienists term an evil—the punishing 
of criminals who mentally are irresponsible 
without reference to their condition. 

The immediate purpose of the society is to 
prepare, after the fullest research and dis- 
cussion, model judiciary acts, calculated on 
their adoption by the several states to recre- 
ate their judicial institutions on an efficiency 
basis. The society then will engage in such 
steps as appear most practicable to bring 
about the adoption of these model acts. 


United States Shy of Court Ideals, 

Speaking to a representative of Tus Tun 
UNE, Secretary Harley said: 

The one field in which the American peo 
ple most signally have fallen short of a. 
ern ideals of efficiency is in thelr courts of 
law. The subject of reforms is now the lead 
ing nonpartisan question before the nation, 
Public opinion is aroused to such an extent 
that it practically is certain that there will be 
before long many attempts on the part of the 
legislaturres to improve the situation. But 
up to this time a scientific analysis of the 
defects and a broad reconstructive program 
has been almost wholly lacking. 

To fill this need for expert and authorite- 
tive leadership the American Judicature 
society has been formed. It grows out ot 
year of investigation which I have con- 
ducted. I personally visited most of the 
states of the union and interviewed the lead 
ers of the bar from Boston to San Francisco, 
In time I brought together as a nucleus the 
men now named as directors. 


Cites Reliability of Council. 

“The names of the men constituting this 
nucleus is guaranty of the quality of the work 
which will be done by the society's drafting 
bureau, headed by Mr. Higgins. It should 
be understood that the acts which will be 
drafted will represent the critical and con- 
structive endeavor also of the council of 300 
lawyers. 

“The society bases its hopes for large 
achievement broadly on the need for expert 
guidance at a time when much experimenta- 
tion impends. The growth of the short bal- 
lot movement presages radical reconstruc- 
tion of state governments, which will afford a 
good opportunity for judicial reconstruction. 
There is also a potent movement of a socio- 
logical nature looking to the reform of courts 
in all the larger cities. The need for the
